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1. SUMMARY: IN RELATIVELY SHORT FOREIGN POLICY PORTION 
OF GISCARD'S PRESS CONFERENCE JUNE 14 HE EMPHASIZED THE 
NECESSARILY GLOBAL NATURE OF DETENTE, WHICH DID NOT PER- 
MIT OF ACTIONS AIMED AT MODIFYING THE GLOBAL EQUILI- 
BRIUM. HE CHIDED USSR, IN BARELY VEILED REFERENCE TO 
SHABA, FOR APPROVING TRANSGRESSIONS OF SOVEREIGN BOR- 
DERS, ADDING THAT HE HAD LAST WEEK SENT BREZHNEV A 
LETTER ON THIS SCORE. ON PAKISTAN, GISCARD LEFT HIS 
OPTIONS OPEN, SAYING NEGOTIATIONS TO INCREASE SAFEGUARDS 
ON NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS IN WHICH PAKS WERE INTERESTED 
WERE CONTINUING. HEAVIEST EMPHASIS WAS ON AFRICA. 

GISCARD REBUTTED IN DETAIL CHARGES THAT FRANCE'S POLICY 
WAS NEO-COLONIALIST. HE ENDED ON POSITIVE NOTE THAT ALL 
FRENCH PARATROOPS HAD LEFT KOLWEZI AND, MORE IMPORTANTLY 
PERHAPS, THAT TIME MAY NOW BE RIPE FOR A POLITICAL 
SOLUTION IN CHAD. GISCARD HAD "GOOD REASON TO BELIEVE" 

THAT INTERESTED PARTIES, INCLUDING LIBYA, SHARED THIS 
ASPIRATION. AS FOR BONN SUMMIT, GISCARD HOPED THAT IT 
WOULD REPRESENT IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD CREATION OF A 
EUROPEAN ZONE OF ECONOMIC AND MONETARY STABILITY AND 
INCREASED ECONOMIC ACTIVITY BY PARTICIPATING NATIONS. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. GISCARD TURNED TO EXTERNAL ISSUES ONLY IN LAST 
TWENTY MINUTES OF THE TWO-HOUR PRESS CONFERENCE ON JUNE 
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14, MOST OF WHICH DEALT WITH DOMESTIC ISSUES (SEPTEL). 

HE THEREFORE COVERED ONLY LIMITED NUMBER OF SUBJECTS 
WITH EMPHASIS ON DETENTE AND AFRICA. 

3. DETENTE: 

DETENTE, GISCARD SAID, CAN NEVER BE TAKEN FOR 
GRANTED. TODAY DETENTE IS IN SOME DOUBT. SALT IS 
DELAYED, THE CARTER-BREZHNEV MEETING HAS NOT YET TAKEN 
PLACE, BELGRADE HAS PRODUCED LITTLE POSITIVE IMPETUS, 

WHILE AFRICAN EVENTS HAVE CREATED NEW STRESS. 

GISCARD THEREFORE APPEALED TO ALL CONCERNED TO 
RENEW THEIR EFFORTS, SINCE "THERE IS NO ALTERNATIVE TO 
DETENTE." HE STRESSED PARTICULARLY TWO ELEMENTS 
WHICH MUST SUPPLEMENT THE DEFINITION OF DETENTE DEVELOP- 
ED DURING BREZHNEV'S VISIT TO FRANCE LAST YEAR: 

- THAT DETENTE MUST BE GLOBAL; AND 

- THAT IT MUST NOT PERMIT ACTIONS AIMED AT 
MODIFYING THE WORLD EQUILIBRIUM. 
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IN THAT SENSE ERANCE'S OWN RECENT ACTIONS IN AFRICA 
SUPPORT DETENTE, SINCE THEY ARE STABILIZING ACTIONS. 

FRANCE'S BILATERAL RELATIONS WITH THE USSR REMAIN 
"VERY POSITIVE." CURRENT PROBLEMS DERIVE EROM EXTERNAL 
ISSUES, REELECTING THE 'NON-GLOBAL" CHARACTER OE 
DETENTE. WITHOUT MENTIONING CUBA OR OTHERS DIRECTLY, 
GISCARD THEN CITED THE CROSSING OF "SOVEREIGN BORDERS ' 
BY "ARMED EORCES" AS INCOMPATIBLE WITH DETENTE; ADDING 
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IN EVIDENT ALLUSION TO USSR, THAT IT IS "IMPOSSIBLE " 

THAT SUCH ACTIONS BE APPROVED BY PARTNERS TO DETENTE. 

HE HAD LAST WEEK SENT A LETTER ALONG ABOVE LINES TO 
BREZHNEV. 

4. DISARMAMENT: 

GISCARD SAW POSITIVE EACTORS IN THE CONTINUING DIS- 
ARMAMENT DISCUSSIONS AT SSOD BUT DID NOT GO INTO DE- 
TAILS. HE EMPHASIZED THAT FRANCE WOULD HAVE TO CON- 
TINUE TO DEVELOP ITS OWN NUCLEAR DETERRENT, UNTIL THE 
LEVEL OF NUCLEAR ARMAMENTS IN THE WORLD IS BROUGHT DOWN 
TO A POINT WHERE FRANCE COULD RECONSIDER ITS POSITION. 

5. PAKISTAN: 

GISCARD LEFT ALL OPTIONS OPEN. FRANCE HAD BEEN 
ASSURED REPEATEDLY THAT PAKISTAN IS INTERESTED ONLY IN 
NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS FOR PEACEFUL USES. NEGOTIATIONS 
CONTINUE IN ORDER TO INCREASE THE LEVEL OE SAFEGUARDS. 

6. LEBANON: 

FRANCE'S DECISION NEXT SEPTEMBER WHETHER OR NOT TO 
PERMIT ITS FORCES TO REMAIN IN UNIEIL WILL TAKE INTO 
ACCOUNT THE EXTENT TO WHICH LEBANON HAS RESUMED CONTROL 
OF ITS TERRITORY. THE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL HAS MET 
FRANCE'S FIRST OBJECTIVE IN LENDING ITS TROOPS TO 
UNIFIL. 

7. AFRICA: 
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GISCARD SHARPLY REBUTTED EXTERNAL AND DOMESTIC 
CHARGES THAT FRANCE WAS ENGAGED IN NEO-COLONIALIST 
INTERVENTIONS. ON THE CONTRARY, IN EACH CASE FRANCE 
ACTED IN A LIMITED WAY AT THE REQUEST OF THE GOVERNMENT 
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INVOLVED AND TO PROTECT FRENCH LIVES. AETER REVIEWING 
THE HISTORY OF FRENCH INVOLVEMENT IN MAURITANIA, CHAD 
AND ZAIRE IN DETAIL, HE STRESSED THAT THE FACTS ARE 
BEING DELIBERATELY DISTORTED, FOR INSTANCE IN BLAMING 
THE ZAIRIAN ARMY FOR WHAT HAPPENED IN KOLWEZI. AS TO 
CHARGES THAT FRANCE SUPPORTED CORRUPT AFRICAN GOVERN- 
MENTS, SOME, SUCH AS MAURITANIA, WERE MOST RESPECTABLE. 
WHO WAS TO GRADE THE OTHERS ON THE SCALE OF RECTITUDE? 

GISCARD CONCLUDED WITH HIS MOST SIGNIEICANT STATE- 
MENT, THAT THE SITUATION IN CHAD NOW PERMITS OF THE 
POSSIBILITY OF A "POLITICAL SOLUTION." FRANCE WOULD 
LEND ITS INELUENCE TOWARD THIS END. HE HOPED OTHERS, 
SPECIFICALLY MENTIONING LIBYA, AS WELL AS NIGER, THE 
SUDAN AND THE PARTIES INVOLVED IN CHAD, WOULD DO THE 
SAME. INDEED, GISCARD HAD "GOOD REASON" TO BELIEVE THAT 
THE COUNTRIES CONCERNED SHARED THIS ASPIRATION. 

8. THE BONN SUMMIT: 

IN A BRIEF ALLUSION GISCARD STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE 
HE ATTACHED TO THIS MEETING. HE HOPED IT WOULD 
REPRESENT AN IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD CREATION OF A 
EUROPEAN ZONE OF ECONOMIC AND MONETARY STABILITY, AND 
WOULD RESULT IN INCREASED ECONOMIC ACTIVITY BY THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS.
